INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Sir: 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to the undersigned 
during the telephone interview of August 18, 2004. The Examiner and the undersigned 
discussed the rejections presented in the Office Action dated April 23, 2004. In particular, 
Applicants state there is no motivation to combine the teachings of Giuffre with the 
teachings of Adams in support of the rejection at least in view of the teachings set forth in 
col. 6, lines 56-65 of Adams. Additionally, the undersigned requested clarification of the 
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prior art teachings relied upon as allegedly disclosing limitations of claims 58, 62, 64. The 
arguments presented by the undersigned regarding lack of motivation and limitations of 
claims 58, 62, 64 not taught nor suggested by the prior art were favorably received by the 
Examiner and were indicated by the Examiner to apparently be valid. Jt was agreed that 
Applicants would file a response which includes details regarding the interview with respect 
to lack of motivation to combine the references and limitations of claims 58, 62, 64 not 
shown nor suggested by the prior art.
